Because of the complex sfruc+ure of our 
civil service system, government workers con* 
stantly are facing unique problems* To rep- 
resent them in the endless legislative and ad- 
ministrative battles they must fight, a number 
of strong and progressive American Federa- 
tion of Labor unions have been developed 
during the past half cervtury. 

One of the most vigorous of these unions is 
the National Federation of Post Office Clerks» 
which was organiied In Chicago in 1906, with 
a membership of 583 and eight locals* Today 
the N* F. P* O, C* has a membership of 90,000 
and 4,S49 locals are on its roster. Three of 
every four postal clerks are members and the 
union is conducting an aggressive organizing 
drive aiming at !00 per cent membership. 

The N* F* P, O. C,, which is headed by Pres- 
ident Lao E. George, has helped win vast 
benefits for postal employes. Most of its vic- 
tories have been gained in the halls of Con- 
gress, where pay adjustments and general 
working conditions for government employes 
are decided. 

Assisting Mr* George in administration of 
this busy, growing organization is Secretary- 
Treasurer William Otte* Eleven vice presi- 
dents in various sections of the nation and an 
efficient, highly-specialized headquarters staff 
in Washington* D. C„ also help to keep the 
postal clerks* union functioning in an unusually 
efficient manner. 
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The tiHf of the injuitclifni in labor 
disputes is not ont! of the brifihler 
sides of democracy at work in 
America.

Tliey, the 
workers, were proliilhted from ex- 
ereisiii^ llieir (i oil -given, Const it ii- 
tionnl riglu to freeilom of speech, 
freedom of assemlilaise and free- 
dom of tlie press. It wmild hard 
for many of our Brot tiers who hnve 
spent most of their working lives 
inider fhe pniteetioii of tlie Xorris- 
Lii iliiardia anti Wngner Aets, to 
visualize just how far the rape of 
just ice was carried in the era of 
the lawless judges. 

Courts of Equity 
lUir old timei’s will rt^niemlier 
the injunetion judges ami how they 
o|)eratefi in the eoiirts of ei|uify. 
The eijiiily judge was not governetl 
l»y Const it lit ion or sialutury law. 
He was allowed to aet completely 
hy guidajiee of Ids *‘eonseienee’' 
iind the onlcrs wliieh he issueil 
were landing Ufmn all eoming 
under them. Any disohedieiiee of 
an order hy tlie I'uuity judge was 
eonsidered eoniempt of eourtt llms 
depriving tln^ aeiMised t»f a trial hy 
jury. Then the juilge was guided 
hy his **eonse!enee and aeled as 
legishifor, proseeiitor, judge and 


jury. lie *he farts and 

mi'ted out the jnmishment, 

1 tere is Imw one great legal au- 
thoi'ily, liord i 'amdeii of England, 
thought oil this system of justtee; 

"‘The iliserelioo of a Judge is the 
law of tyrimls; it is always uih 
known; it is different in difTerent 
luiii; it is ('usual and ilepends 
upon eoiistitution, tem)ier and pas- 
sion, III the host it is oft limes eiip- 
rice; 111 the worst it is every viee, 
folly and passion to which human 
nature Is liable.’' 

Basis of Democracy 

The very heart ami siihsijun'e of 
true justice and the very basis of a 
detnoeratie eouiitry is law and tlial 
law Indug administered equitiihly 
1 <i every ruliicen eoming under h. 
In the days of tlie inJiineHon 
judges, the Judges were a law inito 
ihemsidves. they nimh^ the law 
themselves, fierhaps a dilTerenl (Ute 
foi* each ease. In stem I of govern- 
ment liy law, thm^ was gcweniment 
hy men. Tiiday, we eall this diet a- 
torship. Tins tyia* of justiee eould 
only give risi' to ahiisi^ ami it was 
tlu' labor nnions wliieh felt the full 
fury of if. 

ill Ihi^ hegiuning. an injunetion 
was supposed to liave been a etnirt 
order to an individual or an enter- 
prise, to cease from dtang emiain 
jn*ls heliewd to interfere with the 
rights of Olliers. It was expeeled to 
e o V e r ex I raord inary sit nations 
where then* was no ai|ei|uate rent- 
i‘dv at law. li was to he exer- 
cise il for the protection of property 


rights only mid tliose s(*eking the 
aid of iiijiiiiiU ions wen* siippost‘d 
to ('tune with '*eleaij hands/’ 

Xow hy no streteh of the imagim 
at ion could the labor i»f a human 
being he eoiisideri'd pj'operty huuh* 
a worker eaimof Im» owhkI hy Ids 
eiiifiloyer. Neither is h us i ness prop- 
erly. Ilowever, our rnited Stales 
courts of e<piily arbitrarily ruhsl 
that the employer X Imsiiiess was 
fu-tq^erty and issued writs of in- 
jmtetion against labor to j^roteet 
this prnijcrty against any possible 
damage. 

The first injunetinii in .Vm erica 
was in I lie State of Massachusetts 
in 1HS8 in the ease of Sherry versus 
Perkins. The court, hy writ of in- 
junction, restrained the strikers 
from aet of displaying ban- 

iiers with devices as a meatis of 
threats and intimidation to prevciir 
persons from euliTing inio, or con- 
tinuing in the employment of the 
plaintiffs.'" 

"‘Yellow- Dog" Contracts 

three the injunetion was used, 
the eouiis of our (MOiinry went 
wild. Writs of Injuueiioii pre- 
vented iiiiitmisis from ('arrying on 
organ! /at Iona I eamiMiigns. from 
striking, from (laying strike henc- 
fitH. from resisting emjdoyers" ef- 
furls to destroy the tiidon in a 
plant hy iiitrodiietion of iioti-uiiion 
men in the (ilant. from OghtiMg 
"\velhov-dfjg"’ eoiitraets. In the 
last anahvsls. the free usi* of the 
uijnnetion against unionists was 
wi fling out alt that la 1 sir had done 
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through the year?i to pfoterl the 
meiubers and attempt to give them 
their chance for liberty and 

the piimiit of happines^s" guaran- 
tee cl by the Constitution of the 
Unitcil States, 

It is true that injiiiietions eon hi 
be used against eniph^vers too, but 
hnditig eases in %vhic:li that oc- 
curred would be like looking for 
the |iiaverbial Jicedle in the hay- 
stack. The big eori>orations asked 
for injunctions against the workers. 
Their lawyers would present dtHUi- 
ments all ready for the judgi* to 
sign and more often than not the 
judge Avould aiTix liis signature 
without .sti mueh as eiiangi ng a 
word. 

Jjct's take a look at some typical 
cases. Our old-timei^s ^vell remem- 
ber sonic of these* 

Here s an excerpt from a Federal 
injunction issued in 18113 in favor 
of the Northern Paeifie Railway 
Company. ■rraiiimcn were re- 
strained ''from eanibinlngH or con- 
spiring with others with the design 
or purpose of causing a strike and 
from ordering, reeoii unending or 
approving, or advising others to 
quit the service of the receivers of 
the Noidhern Pacific road on Janu- 
ary 1, or at any other timed' 

in an injunction against the 
members of the t'^niled Slitjc Work- 
ers' Cnion of America, members 
ami all who might beccmie members, 
were tivrpetually restrained “from 
siding with, or in any way cn- 
eou raging or supporting the strike 
described in this bill of complaint 
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or any furtlier strike called for 
any of the purposes alleged in the 
hill; and froiii paying strike bene- 
fits to any of the former einploye.s 
of the plaint iff now on sti'ike. ” 

Here's anotlier gem of an ex- 
am] de of eivil ri gills destroyed — 
in a Mulders' strike in R120, tlie 
w ( I vk e i 'S we re t > r d e re d i jy i 1 1 j ii net 1 o r i 
to rel'rahi “from ptdilishiiig, ml- 
veilising* nr circnhiting any state- 
merU, or dephiratioM that tlmre is 
a strike on, or pending, at the 
jihmt a1 the ])laintifj‘ conipany, or 
that tliere is ii trade dispute be- 
tween the iilaintin' eomjntny and 
the del'endanL'' 

Another violation of the right to 
free s]>eeefi occurred in an injiuic- 
titjii agairisl the ineiniiers of the 
Tratles and I^abor Asseinldy of 
^liimeapolis in lh02 in their dis- 
pute with the Wonderland Theatre 
when the workers were restraimsl 
“fi'tnii carrying, or iri any iinniner 
or in any wise, exhibiting any 
iKimier, sign, r^eatliiig, printing, 
I lodger, cat'll or notice of any char- 
acter having upon the sanie any 
statement that plaiiiliff is unfair bj 
said defendant." The injunction 
further restrained workers " ITom 
canveying, directly or indirectly 
hv means of any act, or statement, 
nr lu'inting of any kind, in the 
Min nett polk Ijth&r RfvUw or any 
other puMicatimi of said defend- 
ants. any statement of the facts, 
or from which such fact could be 
reasonably inferred, that the plain- 
tiff and his saitl I heat re, was, or is, 
unfair to organized labor." 

There arc thousands of such 


eases to he found on tJie law re- 
cords of our nation. And lio%v did 
employers fair in this government 
by injunction? WelL judges have 
frcijiiciitly been accused of bias 
ill favor of employer.s. Senator 
^Forse of Oregon in a sj^eech in the 
Seriate June 20, RHO had this to 
say: "^tany of the jurists, by 
education, by training, by economic 
status, come from that side of the 
railroad tracks which makes it dif- 
ficult for them to uiiderstaTid tiie 
ovei'toTies and midertones tiT the 
labor movement." Thai was said 
in our day. I wonder wlmt he 
would have said 4(1 years ago wlieii, 
under tlie injiinclion Judges, em- 
|)lovers were so llagrantly manterl 
right.s whif'h were denied to em- 
ployes. 

T fere's a good examide reported 
in ilr. John lb Frey s bixik, “The 
Labor Injiinclion." 

' ' I J n fort iinatcly t he nimieroiis 
State and Federal labor injiuie- 
tions give indis]n liable proof, that 
in the opinion of many courts of 
equity 'employers' and 'em- 
ployes' are not equal helViro them, 
and that the serious el large of 
c T'ea ting class 1 1 i st i i let i oi i s a ga i n s t; 
ihese coorls is well founded. 

“The cm] ) lover's right of associ- 
ation has never been denied i)V an 
injunction-granting court. But, 
within recent times, e(]uily eourtij 
have held that the emj>loyc's right 
to organization wms not inliereiU, 
but a right to he (‘11 joyed only 
with llie employer's consent, (hnirts 
iiave restrained union wage-earners 
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ftvnn tjiknm uny t<»

I ader thesi/ Injiinetioiis thi* 
riLdils of umn triveii to hitii by his 
t 'reator and insiireil to him hy the 
ronstitution atid Hill of Hitihts of 
his nmiitry wen^ sim]dy and sum- 
marily taken away. 

Injunetions wuiild into elTeet 
and the workei^ were helfiless. 
They had the ma^uanttiunis ehoiee 
of two iiltenialives — »oiiu! ba<*k to 
work, enished. defeated ami sub- 
missive or of starviiu!- Ami that 
is not all- — a stiirma remaiiietL As 
sotm as an injuiietton was issnrd. 
tlie mnvspaiKO'H %vhieh wi*re wvu 
more iiiased in tlh»se days than they 
are nuw, wouhl spread liie tn*ws 
al! over their I’nmt and Mr. 


Avi^ratje titi/eti. wilh his native 
nvspeet fe»r law ami ordiU' would 
eoihdnde that f/o/o hihor ttnhnUtx 
were in the wmim and tliat the law 
was resiralnin" tinoii Just as it 
woultl any erimimd.

It is no womhu* that 
sometimes, afli’r the issuanee of 
Hiieh an injuiirtiim. a rrade iiniim 
was destroyed, not In reafipear al 
the employer's plant until rieeades 
later.'’ 

Durkin’s Views 

Marty Ihirkiiu Hresident of the 
Fhiinhers remembers. In uii zirtii’h' 
in llieir Juaraaf (Ids luoriHu Fresi 
ihmi Ihirkiii states;

Lieutenant 
Fomtnander Karl l^aarshig iMiints 
out that it was a little tax on tea 
whkh finally sparked the American 
Hevidution. Well ii was some Fhi' 
eago mail order eataloirs. hut liter- 
ally a mountain of them, that 
starte<l a revolution of the Post 
i tltiee i Terks. 

Fommandcr Haarsbig gives us a 
graphie deseription of the old Fhi- 
engo Po.st, i tfliei^ : 

■’Dank, foul odors iTsing fi'orn 
p<H>ls of si agnail I sevsto'age water 
leaking front dfO'eetive pifies and 
colleeting lUider the rickety wooden 
lloor, filled Ibe old post offiee with 
a gray, miasmatic mist. *So noxious 
was this horrible i-nbiviimn llmi 
old-timers ecmipnnsl ii witli noi- 
some Bubbly Freck, a dead*eml 
canal of overpowering sliuieli in the 
st<H*kyards district. Simdl womlcr 
that a iiuiubi»r of clerk.s died of ty- 
jihoid fmcr as a result of working 
in the old Temimrary’^ Hucago 
Post oftice. Mritiking water was 
kept ill ins^initary barrels* seldom 
ieed, and tlu‘ water looked dirty 
and tasted vile. 1‘uorty fitted wood- 
en covers served little useful pur* 
pt»se in keeping foreign matter out 
of the barrebs— infrequent clean- 
ings often revealed iKtUlcs. rags, 
towels, insects and even an oc* 
oasioiml dead rat*** 

By a mutual agreement mail- 


order honsi*< ill ( 'hieago had agreed 
to hold up pill ilient ion of their 
catalogs for a certain }ieriod of 
time. At midnight of a ccrliUTi 
date, the irtiec was up aiiil great 
wagon loatls of the heavy catalogs 
benan to roll into the pi>st oflices 
fiir dFiribution. Tlic Herks were 
forced to work lioiii^ ami hours of 
overtime fur which they were paiit 
nothing, to sfct these ealalogs out 
and while this was a 4*ommon cm*- 
eurrence, *is was work evmy other 
.Sunday* on this niglil the elcrks 
worked for 1^ Imurs straight ami 
tlicy decided U \ do something about 
it. Tlu\v hml a meetiug and out of 
it came the urgmn nation 1 1 esc r lived 
altove. 

The clerks in a mnnher of oilier 
offices followed Ibo exaiufvle of 
their Fhieago brothers and Hcmire<I 
idiartcrs from the A. F. irf L. for 
iocal unions* iHi Augnsl 27, 111017 
delegates from seven of these hK'ii] 
unions met in (7hieago and formed 
tlie National Federation of Post 
Office Flerks* the first national or 
ganiz^ation of government employes 
to he cliiirterecl by the A. F. of L. 
The seven beak repn^senti'd in 
that meeting werct Chicago* San 
Franeisem, Milwaukee, Louisville, 
Nashville, Salt Lake Pity and 
Muskogee* 

The ‘ Gag** Law 

The going was really '‘tuuglF’ 
for thLs new imitm in the early 
days. I'he sn-callcd law was 

in effect, wliicli depriveil ( 'ivil St^rv- 
ice employes of tlic I bustittitioim) 
right to direclly petition Foiigrcss 
for redress of gi'ievattccH or to en- 
gage in any activity seeking in int’ 
prove their working iMOiditions. 
Workers were fired right and left 
for having anything tu do with or- 
^iiiiziiig local unions. 

In addition to pit i fully low snla- 
rics and rotten working et»ndihons 
a con tern ptil lie system of fim*s wa.s 
ill practice whereby any eiiiptoye 
eharged with any shorteuming lU’ 
infraction of rules* no matter liovv 
triviaL was a.ss^^.ssctl fiucs ranging 
from cents to which wen- 

deduct ed from the clerk's inenger 
salary. cmirse the ctuisianl 

overtime* the very long hours with 
no extra pay wt*re a continual hanl- 
ship. In some of the post ivfiiecs* 
clerks weren ’t eniui allow*sl lo talk 


to one am a her — a pi'acticc of the 
dark ages whicli liad lieeii abolislied 
in slate penitentiaries some time 
IwTore. 

Another nice little inhuman 
l»ractice wtirked against the |i<Hvr 
Postal t *lerk was a s^'stcin tlreaiuisl 
up by n supervisor* to welsh each 
clerk’s output — set up an avcniHi* 
and demand all to maintain ii. 
'riiis practice spread all over the 
country ami the mmi vicious “dog- 
i^^it-tiog*’ conditions went right 
along with 11. Talk alxmt the far- 
lory speciLiqi, it was mild mm- 
|m red to ibis. Averages wen* noi 
jiimouuced in advance and clerks 
raced lo beat the imkiiown llgurc. 
TIk^ fi'aiilie pace brought averages 
iqv and ihe men would then have 
to work harder, fearing demcrets 
iiV nnluciions in grade if they fell 
below the f);iee they themselves 
were unwittingly nikiiig every ilay. 
.Vm! heaven help the i»oor devil 
who got a stack of foreign Icners 
while favorite.s snatched the heavy, 
bulky mat! with typed addresses 
that mldcd so nobly to their weight 
total.

*riiey eniplmsizcd that private em- 
ployers would have been ivroKecutcd 
for such conditions but that ilu^

In some cases of trouble ivhere a 
current flows to ground, a clip-on am- 
meter or tong tester can l>e used to 
advaiitagG in measuring this ground 
cun^-nt to locate the fault. If the 
circu.it conductoTs are insulated and 
are small enough so that the clip on 
ammeter coi-e can lx? placed aj'ound 
all three conductors in a phasc^ 
motor circuit, the ammeter will read 
the resultant or ground current as 
shown in figure 1, 

By moving the ammeter from place 
to place along the three ccmductoi’S 
(placing it arnirnd all 3 phase com 
ductms each time) the grouml can be 
readily located, Oroumls on two and 
three wire single phase circuits can 
he located in a similar manner. By 
dipping around both conductors of a 
two wire circuit a.s shown in figure 2 
or all tliree conductors in a three 
wiiie circuit (figure 3), only the 
ground current will show up on the 
instrument. This current will disap- 
pear after the giound point is past 
when going toward the k>ad.

Especially are wo in- 
debtod to Local 143, Harrisburg; Loc- 
al 607, Bhamokin; Local 5, Pitts- 
burgh; Local 26, Washington, D. C.; 
Local 313, Wilmington, Delaware; 
Local 380, Norristown; Local 9S, Phil- 
adelphia; Local 654, Chester. Without 
exception these men are working at 
higher rates which enable them to 
cope with extra expenses and while 
some are getting considerable over- 
time it U feared some difficulty may 
be experienced when tfiese men must 
be ri'catled. While many men are 
still working out of to'^vn it is liopeii 
this contlition will soon be relieved.

Welfare Plans to Fore 
In Minneapolis Talks 

L. li. 292. MINNEAPOLIS, MINN.— 

With the costs of hospitalization, sick- 
ness and injuiy ccmstantly rising* 
with the costs of living keeping the 
average worker from being able to 
set aside any money for an emergen- 
cy and with Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield hospital-medica) plans being 
inadeciuate because of the lack of a 
monetax'y payment to llie w^age earn- 
er, the worker then had to find a 
solution for this problem, and the 
panacea appeared to be the negotiat- 
ing meeting. 

The membership of fjocal 292 and 
our sister Local 110 of St. Paul saw 
this problem and so instructed their 
re8pecti%'’e negotiating comnxittees to 
strive towards this end, with the re- 
sult that both Minneapolis and 8t 
Paul won six cents per hour to be ap- 
plied towards a Welfare Plan. 

Tile committee from Minneapolis 
will f'oiisist of Brothers Guy Alex- 
ander, Carl Cause and Wilbur Butler 
repre.senting Local 292; and Don AmL 
erson, Al Strohmeier and Oscar Nor- 
gren representing the contractors. An 
impartial chairman is to he chosen 
by the committee. 

Of the .six cents per hour, some is 
to go towaixls <iisability boxtefits and 
the remainder is to go towards hos- 
pital benefits, of which ln>th the wage 
earner and his dependents shall par- 
ticipate. This wTiter feoh that by 
having <iis«ability payments made to 
the wage earner for accidents not 
covereii by our Minnesota Workmen\s

Compensation Law w'e arc reaching 
a mtUeniuni providing for the wage 
earner and his dependents at a time 
when any monetary return is most 
needed. Steps are being taken to pro- 
vide adequate hospitalization cover- 
age and many more benefits which 
will all have to be worked out by the 
committee so that the most can be 
had for the money put into this plan. 

Since this plan's coverage is still 
to he worked out, I shall have to go 
into the actual benefits at a later date. 

These plans are all purchased from 
an insurance company, and this writ- 
er wonders about the feasibility of 
the LO, setting the machinery in mo- 
tion to include these plans under the 
Benefit Association guidance. The 
Benefit Associatiem's laws aiie such 
that this plan could be included in its 
scope, and Fm .sure our organization 
could well use any profit from han- 
dling their plans, so maybe we should 
take our profits away from the in- 
surance comiKiny and give them back 
to nurselves in the form of more and 
lieiter benefits. Let's check into this.^ 
because charity begins at home and 
we can all use everything we can gel. 

A blood bank was established le- 
tvntly and is being chairmanned by 
Bnither Joe Hdlle, with Jim Burling- 
ham and Anker Lilledahl serving on 
the committee. With this plan, all 
participating members and dependents 
will not have to prevail upon their 
friends, nor wall they have to pay 
$35.00 for 500 ec. of blood furnished 
by a hospital. This plan is just now 
being started, and a» yet, 
approximately 100 members, hut when 
it gets rolling it should lie enough to 
sati.«ify all the needs of the group* 
Each member should be called upon 
oTily once in every four years to don- 
ate 500 cc. of bloody so all eiif you 
who haven't signed up yet, do so at 
your earliest convenience because ac- 
cidents can happen to anyone and we 
should try to be prepared to meet 
them, bad as they may he.

Gives Report on Red 
River's Big Rampage 

L. r. 4U9, WLNMBEG, .MAN., CAN- 
ADA — The Red River rampage of 
May 195(b is the big news from up 
Winnipeg way, and members of Local 
409 had their share of work and worry 


over this calamity. The visit of In- 
ternational Secretary Scott Milne, an 
event of importance in itself, wa.'^ 
overshadowed by the threat of tlie 
river. 

On Brother Milners arrival the dike 
building had already begun and was 
assuming gigantic proportions. A 
week later, one sixth of Winnipeg 
was under water; the army bad taken 
over control of the remaining dikes 
and instituted an orderly evgeuation 
program. One third of the population 
left the city* and another two -foot 
idse would have nieant total evacua- 
tion of the city. 

As section after section w*as desig- 
nated for evacuation by the rtidio, 
workers would leave for home, until 
all business slowed down to a bare 
maintenance tempo. Feverish activity 
and long, hard hours of work kept the 
essential services m operation- Sleet 
and snow added to the general dis- 
comfoit of linemen on power and tele- 
phone Tines. 

Inside wi remen, to save whole 
areas of building projects from the 
water, went to work shoulder to shoul- 
der with teen-agers and women* join- 
ing ill the “chain groups” which 
passed sandbags from trucks to the 
top of the dike. Emergency lighting 
plants, including a local circus outfit* 
with decorative lightings, cut into the 
darkness to show the river levo! and 
the seepage points. 

Power house men ringed their sta- 
tions with sandbags till they looked 
like medieval forts, complete with 
moat and drawbridge, the only vari^ 
ant being the dozens of spouts belch- 
ing out water. Transfoimer stations 
wei*e saved by the foresight of en- 
gineers, being high enough off the 
ground. 

Railroads moved their power to 
higher ground. Some trains were 
marooned and passengers had to be 
removed by amphibian vehicles. The 
bulk of the evacuation was by railroad 
and the extra work was handled with 
little confusion. The Red Cross took 
charge and via the radio issued in- 
struct ion.s and information as to the 
whereabouts of reiati^'-'cs, etc. Offers 
of shelter from safe qi'^t'ters poured 
out over the air. Radio hours went 
into action. One local broadca.sting 
station had an outpost close to the 
river. They moved their equipment 
up three feet at a time until a hole 
was cut in the roof and a tent set up 
for shelter. 

Much more could be said* but PI I 
leave to your imagination the damage 
that water can do. Just remember 
that up here the electrical installa- 
tions at-e mo.stly in the basement of a 
home: service, water heater* stoker 

and even fireplaces. 

At the present time the work of 
rehabilitatkm is going on. Slime, In 
varying thicknesses* is everywhere. 
Deputy electrical inspectors have been 
named in sufficient number.'? tr> a.'? sure

the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth and placed man in a 
state of plenty, Man failing to keep 
God's commandments was put forth to 
labor in order to exist upon the earth. 
The story t>f man although having 
been written on the pages of books 
is visible and will be to the future 
generations. Where men ha%’e pooled 
their creative abilities, there has or 
is still standing a monument to their 
labors, whether it be great or .small, 
therefore the story 1 would like to 
tell, comes in the form of a letter 
given and dedicated to the men %vho 
had part in placing the 18th and final 
unit in truly one of this world's 
greatest monuments to the working 
man. 

This letter was written by one of 
the officials in charge of the project: 
"TO THE DEDICATION OF UNIT 
18 — THE FINAL INSTALLATION

Fellow Worker and Buddy: 

“Some 35 years ago, more or le*ss, 
men of great creative ability as well 
as phenomenal intellectual ability and 
powers, discovered that Almighty God 
had provided man with a wonderful 
site upon which to erect a colossal 
hydraulic project and electrical gen- 
erating station, near the rapids on 
the Tennessee River, known as Muscle 
Shoals, currently known a*s Wilson 
Dam. 

"In reality, all of these men are 
geniuses, dreamei's, If you will. Pei'- 
haps and more likely than not, they 
have all gone to their deserved re- 
wards, but their dreams and visions 
have just been completely realized, 
by the commissioning of the 18th and 
final unit, which may be and will be 
written in the hook of records. How- 
ever, the completion of the dreams 
and visions were not the result of the 
great minds, but rather through the 
efTorts and energy of men like your- 
self* In fact, your efforts and energy 
which comprised a part of a great and 
versatile group following the mosaic 
pattern of the crafts and trades of 
free labor of which you are a com- 
ponent part. You may rightfully he 
proud of the efforts and time you de- 
voted toward the election and com- 
pletion of such a lasting monument

Without labor there coulil be 
no exchange of goods, no government, 
no great industries, no great hydro- 
generating plants, in fact, nothing 
more than exists tfslay in the arctic 
wastes or tmpical jungles, W’here only 
semi-civiiized people eke out a bare 
existence. 

“Indecfl, after due acknowledgment 
to the Good Lord for the fruits of 
the earth, it is to labor and labor 
alone that man owes everji:hing of 
exchangeable value. Labor is the 
talismun or charm if you please, that 
has raised man from the contlition 
of the savage; that has changed our 
rivers into kilowatt faclivries, for 
thousands of uses to mankind; our 
mines into the production of minerals 
and metals for man’s adaption to use, 
and the forests into cultivated helds 
of food and fodder; that has covered 
the earth with cities and tow'ns, that 
piwides pleasure and comforts, in- 
stead of misery, want, distress and 
barbarism, as we are told exists be- 
hind curtains which are not fabri- 
cated for silk or silver, and in coun- 
tries w'here free labor is unknown. 

“I am sensible of the fact that the 
most satisfying and agi'eeable recom- 
pense which we can receive, indeed 


give, for tilings which we have acrom- 
pushed, is to see our efToils recog* 
nized, to have them applauded with 
pi'aisth Tlierefore, Buddy, your ef- 
forts ami record of achievement and 
accomplishment are hei-e and now be- 
ing duly praisc^d, and I commend you 
to all who may be interested in your 
particular vocation and talents. 

“Thi‘ man who works with his 


hands alone is a laborer. The 
man who works with his hands 
and brains is a craftsman, and 
the man who works with his 
hands, brains and heart is an 
artist.

Dr. Small pi’esented the timely sub- 
ject based on the necessity for each 
individual to work up to full capacity 
and stressed the importance of human 
values in relationship to the constant 
Importance placed upon dollar values. 
According to Dr. Smalh the average 
mdividuai works only to 40 percent 
of his actual ability and capacity. To 
further raise our standards of living 
and receive more of the good things 


of life it is necessary to tap a por^ 
tion of the remaining 60 percent of 
this potential productivity, initiatwe 
or human resources. 

In his address prior to the presen- 
tation of certificates, Mr. Custer out- 
lined the privileges and responsibili- 
ties of journeymanship. He further 
called attention to the necessity for 
more thinking on an industry-wide 
bn sis, and a more sincere attitude on

Enka Strike Provides 
Lesson for Labor 

I. V. 7«l). KNOXVIU.K. I HNN.— At 

the outset of this month's lettei' I 
would like to acknowh'dge and i^uote 
from a letter from one of my Broth- 
ers, of Local No, UJ2, of Coos Bay, 
Oregon. This to let you know that 
the leltei-s w’hich I am writing are 
drawing attention and replies (both 
dissenting and concurring) from far 
and near. ThLs Brother says: **Your 
opt II ions are mint', more aptly ex- 
pressed than my pen has the power. 
The truth which you wrote about 
should be self-evudent to any thinking 
man earning his living by toil.” 
Thanks Brother, ytmr encouragement 
and MUpptirt are stimulating and are 
indeufl greatly appri'ciated. My Bio til- 
er further says: *'Mriy we of ibis geii- 
e rat inn strive together to make possi- 
ble a healthy life, free from exploita- 
tion of our labor, ihe rape of our 
senses* and the di'pletion of the re- 
souives of this country for the benefit 
nf a privileged few.” These words 
should stand out Iwfon* every lab^m- 
ing man as a challenge to wo ith while 
elTorl and as a goal to he attained. 

In further pui-suing the subject of 
thu past two months I will here call 
to your attention that the ancient 
scoundi*el£ (of the Ihrtv major tick- 


ets), who usurped the authority and 
prerogative of the common people and 
brought into being this artificial in- 
dustrial profiteering system, which 
we today erroneously call civilization 
(mid which Is in reality controlled by 
politicians and parti fwins and is yet 
only in theory *Tor the people and 
by the people”)— these ! tell you, 
vk to-e and now art* deceivers and mur- 
derers of the prophets and the com- 
mon people. Tn substantiation of this 
I <fU0te from the Gospel of Bt. Luke: 
“Woe unto you also, ye lawyei's! for 
ye lade men with burdens grevious to 
l>e Imme (the Taft-Hartjey slave lal>or 
act), and ye yourselves touch not th<- 
bui'dens with one of your lingers.

1 love this 
CDuniry of ours ami the principles 
for which she was founded, but 1 
shall forever cry out in protest 
against the abuses and departures 
fmm them that the politicians and 
profiteers have ted us into. Examine, 
if you will, the ballots In all elections. 
Count the number of doctors and law- 
yers that are seeking election to office. 
Why? !t is more profflabie than is 
their chosen profession! Graft and 
greed, these are their motives* Wit- 
ness how they carry out their cam-

paij^n promises! Examine the .sal- 
aries and bonuses and expenses ami 
pensions they pass legislation to pro- 
vide for themselves and compare it 
with the strangulation by taxation 
that once they are in office they place 
up^m the laboring class of people* 

I am here quoting from the ICnHl 
TenneHHee Labor AVw’.s, issued under 
I late of Wednesday, May 10th* lOoO 
in which they are quoting from one 
of the most conservative editors In 
the country (The Gannett News- 
jiapers) : ^'Conservative editor tells 

doctors they should heal themselves.’' 
‘’you doctors may as well face it and 
see what you can do to keep your- 
selves from outright nationaHzatimi. 
Here are some of the accounts against 
you: For one thing, you have a pow- 
erful union. You are ready to prose- 
cute the herb dealer, but let your own 
malefactors continue at work. You 
api>ear to be reluctant to admit more 
than a limited <juota to your profe.s- 
simi each year. You tend to epecialiKO 
and thus lose the intimate touch which 
your old general practitioner had. As 
a group you have done nothing to en- 
courage the spread of medicine to less 
favored spots. There is widespread 
discontent with the price of di ugs and 
a feeding that you and the druggist 
cooperate too freely*’* This substan- 
tiates some of my previous statements 
and you can very easily determine the 
truth of these statements for your- 


selves by your own daily expenenccs. 
That there is a monopoly and/or a 
combine on the part of the physicians, 
pharmacists, and hospitals is only too 
id)vious to those of labor, w'ho due to 
their own ignorance (and I use this 
word because of the inadequate in- 
formation W'hich we received in our 
educational system wdiich i.s con- 
trolled), to employ from time to time. 
Were real knowledge given all of the 
people freely and fully and the physi- 
cian compelled by h\w to give up the 
use of Latin and compelled by law to 
use English to write his prescrip- 
tions and make his diagnosis, it would 
then not be long until every man 
would be his own physician and wouhl 
not have to secure such things by pre- 
scription from a druggist w’hen he 
could secure it at the grocery instead 
-such as for instance Bicarbonate of 
Soda in a disguising vehicle or again 
Oleum Ricini (Castor Oil). Every 
man under God ought to be his ow?i 
doctor, lawyer, and priestj and king. 
J'his he could be if it were not for the 
domination by these racketeers of 
whom I am speaking. God made us 
to be .so* Tf the truth is given to 
the people then they shall hv. free 
indeed. Then ye shall have life and 
have it abundantly* So much for this 
month*

by you, Local No* 760 will Mve had 
an election of oflFicei’s and will be 


getting ready to install them* This 
election Is of immense importance to 
every member, and I hope that the 
Brothers have taken careful thought 
before voting, 1 ^vish to impress upon 
the Brothers also that in order to 
carry out our purposes it is necessary 
after election that everyone give the 
elected officers their un reserved sup- 
port and cooperation.

Secondly, I wunM ask you to reatl 
again the arUele in the May issue nf 
the ELECTRirAL WtmKKas* Jm uNAL an 
social security, and think seriously 
tthnut it* Ho re was, f believe, the 
greatest |!iece nf legislation ever con- 
ceivefl for the lienefit of all wni'king 
peiifile of America* Much care and 
thought ami time w^cre given to its 
framing, and many of the best men 
of our age had a hand in ita develop- 
ment, hut there again the tieadeni ng 
hand of government as now practicetl 
would not let it work as it wiia hi- 
tended to function and as a ix!sull, we 
shall soon have a lot more older peo- 
ple some dfi vi'ius of xige, only to find 
themseh^es eondemm^l to star\'alion 
cm the mej’C pittance they will receive 
as a social security pension* For 
fthame, these oldsters helped build this 
great nation and were able and will- 
ing to contribuie to a sound and work- 
able plan, such as social security real- 
ly is, but our gfwernment would not 
let them, i hang my head in shame 
fnr such Hccms to he the record in 


fact of the great government of tliese 
United States of America, whene%'er 
the welfare of its citizens has been 
entrusted to its care. Now what can 
we do, or what can we say, about 
this compulsory national health pro- 
gram, that such a government wants 
to cram down our throats — like it or 
not? Mr* Charles Ewing, the 
dent's adviser on nalional health, tells 
us that we are now spending around 
six billion dollars a year, as a nation, 
to keep well. Oh, no, not hy any 
stretch of the imagination it wnuldn't 
look gfMMl Lo the politician? — with its 
new gfivm riment employes, each mem- 
her, a potential vote. Rut I say al uve 
all else, leiV keep it free for frt v men, 
in a fn t' country, at least for a start- 
er, let's make it a voluntary plan. 
Now according to Mr* CharleH 
Ewing's statement, we are now spend- 
ing six hill ions of ilolUirs as a nation 
io keep us well; I dtin'i see a thing 
wrong uhout that do you, tmt Mr. 
Ewing says that is not enough, we 
ought to spenti — well— how much 
more he doesn't know, hut plea.se, give 
him thi‘ f>ower amt authority to rem- 
edy that situation — just plain gob- 
bled ygook, isn't it. We believe that 
thruH* who can should pay their own 
way in this life, that includes all of 
our extienses inciilent to this life, 
that's wimt we as Americans alw'ays 
have done, and e.xpect lo do while life 
lasts. 

We m workers are right now pro* 
tecU^l pretty well by health insur- 
ance, either in a group or individual 
fKdicy, About the only thing that 
would he Iwneficiiil to the average 
dtir.en wouh! be to strike the fine 
print out of some policies now issiuMl 
and give us a straightToi w*ard under- 
st ami able policy, stating that when 
sickness or accident strikes we will 
take rhai'Ke of you ami yours, get ycai 
well again, and imek on the job, for 
UuiEn I lie Inisineaa of the medicos t\ml 
hnspituls. .All too many policies now 
issued do not pay on this or that 
disease and we are so informed 
usually in fine print in the policy it- 
self, However the meiiica! profession 


and the hospitals recognhe thi.*? defect 
and some health insurance.s have 
gone u long way to improve it, ami 
we may look forward hopefully to a 
time in the near future when our 
policies in health insurance will give 
us complete coverage, for any and all 
diseases, or accidents, and will say to 
us in fact, mir business is to keep you 
and yours well and on the job, and 
for so doing Brother it will cost you, 
just so nniny dollars and cents* 

The Blue Cross and Blue i^hield 
Health Insurance are making notable 
sliides in this field of general welfare 
under private enter prir.e — the Ameri- 
can way. Now then so far we see the 
wealthy able to fiay for their own 
health and doctors and hospital serv- 
ice, which our own common senfu* 
tells us is right and proper ami 
Americutu \\k see too, tit at the a vet* 
age ctlt/eT) now has avaHablc to him 
and Ills family a source of insurance 
for heahh and accident, nn and olT 
the job, that wilt alTonl him great 
peace of mi mi, and very little further 
to pay mit in case of sickness or acci- 
lient til him and his family and that 
it is lieing improved and matle belter 
all the time, and any sensible person 
will avail himself of it at once if he 
does not now have it* 

\Vc kdieve we have accounted for 
the great majority of American citi- 
zens in the two groups mentioned* 
However there remaine the low in- 
come gmu]K and there are of course* 
the indigent 3 and Here is where the 
shoe rubs the most, for Ixicause nf 
the plight of these citizens alone, we 
hear the howl from Washington for 
compulsory health insurance* How- 
ever a Httle thought and study will 
show us we can take cure of these 
people very well, without Washing- 
ton's concern alxjut them, for this is 
pmxdy a slate right and iliity of our 
stale goverimiont to care for the help- 
less and I mil gent within Its horders, 
tmidc from the poor Indian wlm is a 
na tin mil charge, poor *smil* Ho ifiis 
being a state function let’s solve it 
along those lines.

Successive i»enods of disability 
which art* separated from the first 
fierifni by at least two weeks, ami 
w'hich are unrelate<l to the prior dis- 
ability, are constdereii a new bem^fit 
and accordingly are legitimate claims. 
In addition to the foregoing Ismelits 
our contract contains a proviso where- 
tiy our employer agrees to contribute 
ovenills, towels, soap. fH^rsonal time 
ailowance, shiLWcrs, bickers, coffee 
periods, mid payment for safety shl«^s.
